Providers may resubmit any claims that may have been affected with this update. These codes are effective for
dates of service (DOS) on or after October 6, 2020, unless otherwise noted in the special billing instructions.

B Table 2 identifies alternate procedure codes to be used in place of a code that has been discontinued, effective
for DOS on or after October 6, 2020.

Standard global billing procedures and edits apply to the new codes unless special billing guidance is otherwise
noted. Reimbursement, PA, and billing information apply to services delivered under the fee-for-service (FFS) delivery
system. Individual managed care entities (MCEs) establish and publish reimbursement, PA, and billing criteria within
the managed care delivery system. Questions about managed care billing should be directed to the MCE with which
the member is enrolled.

The Outpatient Fee Schedule and Professional Fee Schedule will be updated to reflect this information. These fee
schedules can be accessed from the /HCP Fee Schedules page at in.gov/medicaid/providers.
